The Crops. 


Washington, Jan. 3.—The 
weather 


bureau's monthly summary of crop 
conditions says: 
"In the principal 


winter wheat states the month aver- 
aged cold with more than the usual 
amount of precipitation. The temper- 
ature conditions, were however, not 
unfavorable to -winter wheat until the 
last decade, when the "states of the 
upper Mississippi and Missouri val- 
leys experienced temperatures rang- 
ing from zero to 2$ degrees below. 
During this period the Ohio- valley 
states were generally well protected 
with snow covering, but in the central 
Mississippi and lower Missouri valleys 
the crop was exposed. Only slight 
damage, however, seelns to have re- 
sulted and at the close of tne month 
the crop appears to be very promising. 
Complaints of injury Dy fly are not 
extensive and are largely confined to 
the Ohio valley.

HOW BALLOONS ARE MADE. 


An Interesting Story of tlie Con- 


struction of Great Airships. 


Mr. Cliauncey McGoveru in Pearson's 


gives a detailed account of the construc- 
tion of those wonderful ships which 
sail through the air. lie says- 


"The silk used in balloons is of vari- 


ous grades, but the best balloons, such 
as are used by the war department and 
the United Status weather bureau, are 
made of the coarse silk which the Eu- 
ropean peasants obtain from the wild 
cocoons. Ordinary balloons are made 
of cotton only, but of the most expen- 
sive kind. It is that known in pom- 
merce as 'long fiber south sea island 
cotton.' 


"And when a balloon is to be made 


the raw silk or cotton is run through 
a machine, whose construction is secret, 
[where it receives from thirteen to twen- 
ty-one different coats of varnish. This 
is the only place in the world where 
balloons are varnished by machinery. 
Hand labor is employed elsewhere, and 
a double coating of varnish is about 
the limit. Machine varnishing has this 
great advantage in that none of the 
coats is thick enough to be detected 
by the sharpest eyes. It takes 30,000 
coats to make a single inch iu thickness. 


"After the rolls of silk and cotton 


have been varnished enough they are 
hung up on lines to dry. Next the rolls 
are cut into segments and sewed to- 
gether by the women of the neighbor- 
hood. A final varnishing of the seams 
only, and the balloon is ready for ship- 
ment. 


"It does not take long to make a bic 


balloon. Not so long :i^o Mr. Myers re- 
ceived a telegraphic order for twcntj 
large balloons for the I'nited States 
government signal service. The whole 
batch of them was finished within the 
phenomenally short time of thiee days. 
It is interesting to compare this v.-itli 
that required to build a single balloon 
for Andre. And his balloon was var- 
nished only thrice:

to Be Derived From the 


AnHCQnu JDuiri. 


What would have been one of the 


•wonders of the world a century -ago 
was completed the other day when the 
great darn of the Kile at Assouan wa« 
formally opened, says the New York 
Evening Post. It Is not only one of the 
greatest engineering feats of modern 
times, but bids fair to be one of the 
most beneficent public works under- 
taken by any modern government. 
Completed a year before the contract 
time, the actual construction of this 
great reservoir has taken but little 
more than four years. It makes navi- 
gation to Wady Haifa possible through- 
out the year by means of a canal 
around the cataract. But its main ob- 
ject is to prevent loss of the crops and 
a consequent famine by storing suffi- 
cient water to supply the irrigation ca- 
nals even when the Nile flood fails to 
bring down its rich silt to the tillers of 
the soil. 


More than that, the reservoir will 


make two crops a year possible, one in 
winter and one in summer, and tbis 
system of double crops is counted on to 
make Egypt in time one of the richest 
countries of the world in proportion to 
its area and population. No work that 
England has done for the natives in 
any of its foreign possessions surpasses 
its achievements in Egypt. The excel- 
lence of its administration in the Nile 
country is indeed the one justification 
of its failure to keep its solemn pledge 
to evacuate the country. 


The darn Is straight from end to end, 


and its length Is about a mile and a 
quarter. Its width at the top is about 
23 feet and at the deepest part 82 feet. 
The height from the lowest part of the 
foundation to the top is 131 feet The 
interior masonry is rubble granite in 
four to one cement mortar. The inte- 
rior casing is of square rock faced 
granite in two to four cement mortar. 
The lining of the sluices is heavy gran- 
ite ashlar or cast iron. The sluices are 
closed by steel gates, of which the 
greater number will work on free roll- 
ers suspended in frames. 


CITY OF PUERTO CABELLO. 


Its Forts Offer Poor Resistance to 


Bombnrders From Sea. 


The entrance to the inside harbor at 


Puerto Cabello, in Venezuela, is through 
a narrow channel not more than a few 
hundred feet wide, says the New York 
Times. To the left of this channel as 
one enters the harbor, situated on a 
low sand spit, is the fortress which 
was bombarded by the German and 
British cruisers. 
It is an old fash- 


ioned structure, which was rebuilt in 
the eighteenth century. 
Its sides are 


comparatively low and would offer 
only poor resistance to modern shells. 
It is not probable that the Venezuelan 
government had any modern cannon 
there. 


The custom house at Puerto Cabello 


is situated on the right, or mainland, 
side of the channel. It is a long two 
story brick building and contains, be- 
sides executive offices, large ware- 
houses. 
Steamships discharging at 


Puerto Cabello tie up immediately in 
front of the custom house. The town 
itself is flat and stretches from the 
water front inland to the base of the 
hills, a distance of two or three miles. 


The outside harbor at Puerto Ca- 


bello is hardly more than a large bay, 
offering comparatively lithe protection 
to shipping. The inside harbor is very 
secure and quite commodious. 


Puerto Cabello as a Venezuelan port 


is second in importance to La Guayra. 
The trade of several interior provinces 
centers there, and Puerto Cabelio is 
the port of Valencia, an important 
town in the state of Carabobo. A rail- 
road, in which British capital is large- 
ly interested, connects Puerto Cabello 
and Valencia.

The fall details bare not yet 
been settled, nor have the designs been 
submitted. It is determined, however, 
to have each of the new envelopes dis- 
tinct in appearance from the others, so 
that there will be no confusion among 
the different styles and shapes.

Roar Could be Heard Miles Away— 


Blaze Shot 75 Feet <lnto the Air 


at Mt. Vernon. 


Ml. Vernon, Jan. 3.—The piping of 


gas to the Coxey plant from the "King 
Solomon'' well is completed, and its! 
pressure displayed by an illumination 
commencing at 7:30 p. m. and lasting 
until 8:15 p. m.

T Corinth, Miss., Oct. 3 and 4, 


1802, General Eurl Van Dorn 
attempted to wrest the great 
prize of the valley from the 


grasp of Grant. The fall of Corinth 
into the hands of the Confederates 
would mean that Grant's victories at 
Fort Henry, Donelson and Shiloh early 
in the year had been in vain. Corinth 
at the time was the advance post of 
the Federals in the southwest. Grant 
was at Jackson, Tenn., and maintained 
a force of 12,000 at Bolivar, with an- 
other at Memphis under Sherman nuin- 
hering 7,000. The garrison at Corinth 
mustered 23,000 and was commanded 
by Roseerans. Van Dorn, having unit- 
ed his own army with that of Sterling 
Price after the repulse of Price at luka 
Sept. 20, had over 40,000 troops in the 
field, and he boldly considered striking 
Memphis, Bolivar or Corinth. 


Grant was in doubt where Van Dorn

picket -line to examine the ground 
where bis troops had baited and was 
shot dead by a sharpshooter. 


At Crampton's pass the attack by the 


Federals was more exciting and more 
rapid. 
The mountain sides at that 


point rise abruptly from tbe plain. 
Along the base of the mountain there 
runs a terraced road inclosed on the 
lower side by a stone wall. Behind tbe 
•wall and hidden from view were masses 
of Confederate infantry and back on a 
bare crest one battery of artillery. It 
looked so easy to stand ofif Franklin's 
men that the defenders of the pass 
didn't take tbe trouble to guard the 
flanks. On both ends of the line of bat- 
tle across the pass the mountain wall 
was so abrupt and stony that it could 
not be imagined an enemy would at- 
tempt to climb up in column. 


The Federal skirmishers, two Hues 


deep, deployed in front of the pass and 
rushed for.ward until they were inside 
the range of the muskets aimed at 
them from tbe stone walL Two bri- 
gades of infantry followed the skir- 
mishers, and while the Confederates 
behind the wall turned their hottest 
fire upon them another brigade climbed 
up the steep hillside on tbe right flank, 
and before the daring movement was 
seen by the Confederates these agile 
soldiers opened fire in the rear of the 
line at the stone wall. 


For an hour or eo the fight raged 


along the terraced road and wall. Step 
by step the Confederates gave way and 
crowded into the narrow pass beyoua 
the wall. A reserve Confederate bri- 
gade from beyond the mountain came i 
up at double quick, plunging into the 
pass just as the men in front were 
falling back. 
At the same time tbe 
• 


Federal brigade on the flank pushed j 
forwnrd through the woods parallel 1o j 
the road through the pass and poured 
their Sre iuto the re-treating Confeder- 
ates and the reserves who hopelessly 
tried to wedge their w.ny to the front 
At last the two Federal brigades that 
bad charged over the wail from tbt 
front pressed on to the narrow pass.

Warts appear 
lujsturiouply, and no oiie is able to ex- 
plain tbe causes of their coming and 
goiug. It is erroneously inferred that 
they are produced by tbis wart bear- 
inj:, nocturnal creature with peculiar 
habits, upon the basis of the doctrine 
that "like produces like." 
The com- 


mon belief that tadpoles shed their 
tails has Tor its origin the I'.-u-is that 
while living in water ench possesses a 
swimming tail, but when it iiK'taiuor- 
phoses into n Irog or a toad it becomes 
tailless. 
In fact, the tail does not 


drop off, but it is absorbed and disap- 
pears in the body, just as a suvlling 
from a bump 0:1 tin; head disappears. 
How often do we hear that frogs and 
toads have fallen witb rain, and almost 
every July v. e may read accounts of 
such phenomena. Theso may have for 
their basis the fact that during the 
month of July toads change from the 
tadpole stage and aquatic habitat to 
the adult form and terrestrial habitat 
and then migrate landward In great 
numbers. 
They are active only at 


night or during hot weatlier, effectual- 
ly concealing themselves in the most 
common places during the daytime. 
However, when a rain falls at siieli a 
time they appear by thousands, as If 
by laagie, and give the impression of 
having fallen witb rain. 


There are doubtless more supersti- 


tions concerning snakes than any other 
creatures. This arises in part from the 
traditions of the form of the original 
tempter and in part from the fact that 
but very few persons are willing to 
calmly observe serpents for themselves 
and learn the truth directly. We have 
met persons who believe that all snakes 
are venomous. This doubtless comes 
from the old Homan rule, "Ab uno disco 
oilmen." 
IIo\v prevalent is the belief 


that horse hairs turn to snakes! There 
is no other foundation for this error 
than the resemblauce of the so called 
hairsnake (gordius) to a common horse- 
hair. 
Snakes are often supposed to 


charta birds, but the fact is that the 
feathered songsters are paralyzed by 
fright when they suddenly see the rep- 
tiles at close proximity. 


The common erroneous belief that 


snakes stirtg or bite by means of their 
tongues may come from the Scriptural 
quotation, "It stingetb like an adder." 
The supposition that suukes bite them- 
selves and die is doubtless based upon 
the actions of certain species. like tbe 
hog nosed adder, which when teased 
will act as though dead nnd thus some- 
times find protection. It is very com- 
monly thought that snakes' tails "'live" 
or are acth e until sundown. This arises 
from the prolonged activity of the tail, 
due to tbe reflex action of the caudal 
nerve centers, which may continue for 
a longer or shorter period owing to tem- 
perature and other conditions. 
Many 


persons believe that there is a glass 
snake or joint snake, which may be 
jroken to fragments wheu struck, but 
can rejoint itself and live. This may 
come from the fact that a certain liz- 
ird (Opbiosaurus veatralisi readily loses 
ts tail, and while the body escapes tbe 
caudal member wiggles and attracts 
be attention of the pursuer.

jreathe under water, as do fishes, is dc- 
ived from the observations of their 
laving remained submerged for some 
hours.

H. French, U. S. A. From this union 
were born six cvhildren, only one of 
whom is living. During the Spanish- 
American war Major Clem was station- 
ed in Porto Rico, but some time ago 
he was transferred to the Department 
of Texas.
